Deſcent ; Re-animate therefore, on your approach to your more na- 
tural Region; expel all mixture, and be al French, once more. I ac- 
knowledge, I acknowledge the. Change; avaynt &v'ry Particle that's 
Britiſh, and kindly accept of this favourable Opportunity, that Jove has 
put in your Power, ever hereafter to Act thyſelf, thy very felf. Thy Injuries 
call for Revenge; here they are taught; they're practic'd here; thy Injurers 
are here hated; thy 1 therefore will be heir own. Purſue then thy 
Journey; Plead at Paris, but ſtop not there; let thy Rhetorick tranſmit 
thee ſoon to Bar- le- duc, and carry along with thee, the welcome News 
that thy Soveraign's Removal is agreed on; firmly agreed on; but to 
London; to London, far from Lorrain.
